Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person und the other party to the marriage 
and that there arc other grounds for doing so, exempt any 
person from operation of this rule.

S.R.O. 155. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Conytitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules further to amend the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Civil Service Rules, 1968, namely : — 

1. (1) These Rules may be called the Armed Forces 
Headquarters Civil Service (Second Amendment) 
Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the /Third Schedule to the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Civil Service Rules, 1968, — 

(i) against the post of “Civilian Staff Officer (Group 
A)”, under the heading “Temporary vacancies”, for 
the existing proviso in column 3, the following pro- 
viso shall be substituted, namely : — 

“Provided that if any person in the Grade of Assistant 
Civilian Staff Officer is considered for promotion 
to the Grade of Civilian Staff Officer, all persons 
senior to him in that Grade who have rendered 
not ley, than six years’ seivice in that Grade, 
shall also be considered notwithstanding that they 
may not have rendered ten years’ approved service 
in that Grade ; provided that the aforesaid con- 
dition of six years’ service shall not apply to a 
person belonging to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes.” ; 

(ii) against the post of “Assistant Civilian Staff Officer 
(Group B-Gazetted)”, under the heading “Temporary 
vacancies”, for the existing proviso in column 3, 
the following proviso shall be substituted, namely : — 

“Provided that if any person in the Grade of Assistant 
is considered for promotion to the Grade of 
Assistant Civilian Staff Officer, all persons belong- 
ing to Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes who 
are senior to him in that Grade, shall also be 
considered notwithstanding that they may not 
have rendered five years’ continuous approved 
service in that Grade.”.
